This note was found in the Oberlin, 


hank and is now in the possession of 
the United States government author- 
ities in Cleveland. The note for $500,- 
000 is supposed to be in, the safety de- 
posit box of President 
Beckwith 
of 


the Oberlin bank. He has the key to 
this box. This box is in the vault of 
the bank which is 
locked. A sub- 


poena for Robert Lyons, receiver of 
the bank, was issued by Dictrict At- 
torney J. J. Sullivan this morning or- 
coring him to appear in court in Cleve- 
land at the preliminary 
hearing of 


President Beckwith and Cashier Spear, 
"and to bring with him all securities 
found in the Oberlin bank bearing the 
signature or endorsement either of C.

based this action was along this line: 


If the two notes, one for 
$250,000 


and the other for 5.500,000, bearing the 
signature ''Andrew Carnegie"' are gen- 
uine they are collectable and the in- 
terests of the depositors of the Oberlin 
bank-will be in no way jeopardized by 
arresting the officers of the bank and 
thus making theso notes public. It" 
the signatures of these notes is a for- 
gery and ths United 
States govern- 


ment fails to act promptly in bringing 
to light the forgery it will be a party 
to the conspiracy in case these notes 
are not made public and allows them 
to be used to extort money from their 
forger. 


In view of the extraordinary circam- 


ttauces surrounding this cafe District 
Attorney Sullivan as a representative 
i if the United States government re- 
fused to allow tho government to be 
put in this position. 


All of the government officials who 


have been in conference with Sullivan 
on tho Chadwick matter 1'or the past 
several days agreed with him on the 
vital part of the proposition but seme 
of them differed from him on the meth- 
od to be pursued in accomplishing the 
desired purpose.

Arrests at Ofaerlin. 


Cleveland, Dec. 5.—President C. T. 


Beckwith and Cashier Spear of the 
Oberlin (O.) Citizens' National bank. 
have been arrested at their homes in 
Oberlin by Marshal Chandler, who acted 
under the instructions of the United 
States district attorney. The prison- 
ers are charged with violation oi the 
federal banking laws. 


The arrests of Beckwith and Spear 


are the first that have been made in, 
the Chadwick case. The Citizens' Na- 
tional bank, with which they are con- 
nected, is a creditor to the extent of 
$240,000 of 
Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chad- 


wick, whose financial affairs during the 
past week have been ihe cause of a 
great deal of publicity. The bank is 
capitalized at but ?G 0.000. Since the 
disclosure of the bank's dealings with 
Mrs. Chadwick, the president, cashier 
and directors have held conferences 
and meetings frequently. All the time 
there has been expressed by President 
Beckwith at least a hope of a reim- 
bursement of the bank's loan to Mrs. 
Chadwick, but so far as known no re- 
mittance has been received. President 
.Beckwith has been in a state border- 
ing on physical collapse for nearly a 
week and for the past three,, of four 
days has been confined to hissed. He 
has expressed the most regret; over the 
outcome of the bank's dealings with 
Mrs. Chadwick, but has given no in- 
timation as to'why such great sums 
of money "has been loajjed from the 
bank to Mrs. Chadwickii* "When asked 
to explain, how the transactions were 
brought.-about, Mr. Beckwith declined 
to make any statemeafc^aad contented

Mrs. Beckwith. who had re- 
tired, hearing the noise, came down 
stairs. When she learned the situa- 
tion she collapsed and became so ill 
that a physician was called.

Washington, Dec..".—During the last 


fiscal year immigration to this country 
has materially etefri.'ased, and it is 
notable that the moral, intellectual 
and physical quali'ieations of the im- 
migrants admitted to this country dur- 
ing the past year an- higher than ever 
heretofore 
have 
been 
chronicled. 


These are two sal:--ni features of the 
annual report of Frank P. Sargent, 
commissioner general of immigration. 
The report says t>ut during the past 
fiscal year 812,870 aliens arrived in the 
United States., of v.-hich 549,100 were 
males and 2G3.770 f»malps. an increase 
in the females as compared with last 
year of 19.870, antf a decrease in the 
males of C4,04G. 
<J£ the total number 


admitted immigrants. :j,553 could read, 
but not write; ICS/JOJ could neither 
read nor write and it is presumed the 
remainder. 640,014 could both read and 
write. More than 85,000 brought with 
them ?50 or more expenses. 


Of the aggregate steerage immigra- 


tion during the" year. 7(57.933 came 
from Europe, 20,180 from Asia and 
18.751 from all other countries. 
The 


greatest number of immigrants, 193,- 
290, came from Italy, a decrease of 
37,320 from last year; while 177,156 
came from Austria-Hungary, a de- 
crease of 28,855; 145.141 from Russia; 
46,380 from Germany, an increase of 
C.294; 
38,C2G from England, an in- 


crease of 12,407; 87,070 from Ireland, 
an increase of 83% 27,703 from Swe- 
den, a decrease ofUS.^fio: 23,808 from 
Norway, a decrease of <J5"; 11,343 from 


reece, a decrease of 2,747, and 11,092 


from Scotland, an increase of 4949. 
Of the Oriental countries Japan fur- 
nished the greatest number of immi- 
grants, 14,264, a decrease of 5,780; 
while China supplied 4.309, an increase 
of 2,100. 


In concluding his review of the vio- 


lations of the alien contract labor lav/, 
Commissioner Sargent says he is im- 
pelled to d'rect attention to the fact 
that the cause of violations and at- 
tempted viol'atitms a? the alien contract 
labor law is the employer of such labor 
in this country. 
To put an end to 


such offenses, therefore, it is neces- 
sary for the law to successfully reach 
such employers.

Washington, "Dec. 5.—Secretary oi 


War Taft, acting for President Roose- 
velt, has signed at Panama an execu- 
tive order settling the differences be- 
tween the United States and Panama. 
President Amador of Panama also at- 
tached his signature to the document. 
The order provides that 
no trade 


for the canal zone or the republic of 
Panama can enter the ports establish- 
:d by the United States at either end 
of the canal, supplies for the construc- 
tion of the canal and articles in tran- 
sit being excepted. This turns the cus- 
toms receipts of these ports over to 
the government of Panama. Panama 
agrees to reduce her tariff from 15 
per cent advalorem to 10 per cent. 
This reduction applies to all goods ex- 
cept wines, liquors, alcohol and opium. 
Panama also agrees to reduce her con- 
sular fees and port charges to CO per 
cent of the rates at present charged. 
Absolute free trade is to apply between 
the canal zone and the republic of 
Panama. Vessels entering the canal 
ports are granted free entry to the 
ports of Colon and Panama, and ves- 
sels entering the latter ports are ex- 
tended the 
same privileges in the 


canal ports. 


Complete jurisdiction is granted the 


United States in the harbors of Colon 
and Panama as to sanitation and quar- 
antine regulations. 
Panama reduces 


her rate of postage to two cents and 
is to furnish all stamps in the repub- 
lic and in the canal zone. The zone 
authorities are to purchase stamps 
from Panama at 40 per cent on their 
face value. 
The order of Secretary 


Taft is to be ineffective unless Pan 
ama shall put into 
effect the gold 


standard, according to the currency 
agreement of June 20 1904. It also 
makes a stipulation regarding citizen- 
ship rights to Panamans in the canal 
zone and provision is also^ade in the 
order for maintenance by the United 
States of important highways, partly 
in and partly out of the canal zone, and 
also for the building of a hospital. 
The order is made effective Dec. 12, 
190-1.

administration. There never has been 
evidence that the ccantry is content 
Avith existing conditions. 


There always has been Jind always 


will be agitation for change and re- 
form, no matter 
which party is in 


pcwer. That recalls the history and 
progress of the anti-slavery conflict. 
The stand-pat idea did not then pre- 
vail; very much to the 
contrary. 


There were constant agitation, unrest 
and the appearance of the radical ele- 
ment. 
Why not expect the same re 


suit with the battle on against 
the 


trusts, intrenched in power as the de 
fenders of slavery were. Their sweep 
of pcwer and methods is often com- 
pared with that of the slaveocrats. It 
is to be seen how long it will endure, 
and that necessarily calls for discon- 
tent, agitation and unrest. The time 
never will come when the American 
people will be satisfied with the ab- 
tolute and unchecked rule of one par 
ty. If the country wants no party 01 
discontent, as the Princeton doctor de- 
clares, then all causes fcr discontent 
must be removed. American govern- 
ment and politics, notwithstanding 
recent great 
majorities, 
will go on 


pretty much as it has progressed for 
the last hundred years. There always 
lias been 
discontent, agitation 
for 


change, and 
the 
consummation of 


great changes in all departments and 
ways of governing the people. It is 
the law of our being in a republican 
form of government. Party 
names 


may come and go. but the real thing 
•will remain, and that is the power of 
the people to agitate for change and 
reform. The American people are net 
going to sleep over the recent elec- 
tions. Standing pat has not become 
the gospel of the country, either 
as 


regards the trusts or their twin broth- 
ei, the tariff.

The RuKian Liberal >Iauifesto. 
Whatever may be the fate of the 


particular liberal movement in Russia 
which led to the meeting of thezemstvo 
presidents at St. Petersburg, it is plain 
that in scope and character it i.s a 
repetition of the French awakening of 
17S9. 
Kussia's progress toward hu- 


man liberty lias undoubtedly 
been 


jeopardized in recent years by over- 
zealous agitators. 
Nihilism 
stabbed 


itself to death. The men in the zemst- 
vo movement are not rebels, but liber- 
ators; not mischief making malcon- 
tents, but level headed reformers. 


The Russian zemstvos are elective 


bodies, having local powers in legisla- 
tive and administrative affairs, the 
members being chosen for three years 
by three classes of voters, and the 
abolition of class distinction so as to 
virtual!} etiiraiiclnse tbe mass o£ peas- 
antry is th« main object of tbe present 
libeml movement. The voting class 
now includes landed proprietors, burgh- 
ers and mechanics and peasants over 
twenty-five years of age who possess 
a certain amount cf property or who 
are engaged in a business of certain 
importance. 


The duties of the zemstvos are the 


construction of public works, regula- 
tion of public health, education, roads 
and the like. They have little inde- 
pendent authority, especially since the 
reactionary period began in 1890. Each 
district in Hussia has a zemstvo, and 
there is one for each province, making 
several hundred in all. 
The nobility 


class possesses about one-third of the 
votes. 
The institution was founded 


forty years ago by Alexander II. as a 
step toward the liberalization of Rus- 
sia and is really an evolution from the 
primitive commune and municipal cor- 
poration. 


Naturally the zemstvos come into 


close contact with the people, and at 
various times, notably in 1902, the gov- 
ernment has circumscribed the func- 
tions of the zemstvos, with the result 
of impairing their influence. For in- 
stance, in 1902 Russian agriculture was 
made the subject of inquiry by a gov- 
ernment commission, but the zemstvos 
were excluded from the inquiry and 
the commission made up solely of land- 
ed gentry. 


In effect the zemstvos are the friends 


of the peasantry not as demagogues, 
but 'as patriotic citizens seeking the 
greatest good of the greatest number 
and the strengthening of Russian na- 
tionality. In a practical way they are 
instructors of the peasantry, who are 
but just emerging from serfdom. In 
1890 the zemstvos asked the govern- 
ment to give the peasantry equality 
before the law, to teach them agricul- 
ture, lighten their tax burdens and in- 
crease their allotments of land. 
The 


pleas were rejected. 


In the years of repression following 


1890 the members of the zemstvos have 
been patiently working at the prob- 
lems before them and now declare, In 
the face of the throne, their needs and 
their grievances. They ask, substan- 
tially, a closer union between the peo- 
ple and the crown, the right of initia- 
tive to rest with the people conjointly 
with the crown; the abolition of the 
bureaucracy, •which, as in the days of 
Louis XVI., stands between the czar 
and his people; to grant the peasantry 
full political and civil rights, and that 
increased powers be given to the 
zemstvos, aiaking them absolutely in- 
dependent political units. 


The programme of the zemstvo presi- 


dents is a most radical one to be press- 
ed in the present national crisis. But 
Russia has already been confronted 
with the evils duo to her neglect of the 
warnings of the zemstvos in the past. 
The peasantry have not now, nor have 
they ever had, a vital interest in the 
national life. They object, to fighting 
for a government which represses, if 
it does not oppress, them. 
Therefore 


the liberal manifesto is well timed. 
The hands of the government may be 
forced without resorting to violent 
measures. At least the movement will 
enlighten the whole people, and sides 
will be taken for that inevitable con- 
flict which cannot be long delayed.

Earthquakes

One of them, who had" 
been less severely- wounded than his 
fellow, procured food by searching the 
bodies of the slain, and -upon this they 
had survived for five -days. 


TERRIBLE LOSS 


Sustained by the Japs in Storming 203 


Meter Hill—Six Attacks Were 


Repulsed. 


Tokyo, Dec. 5.—The diary of the 


fighting around 203-meter hill,- which 
is published in; the Japanese papers, 
describes the terrible losses involved 
in the storming of the Russian position 
from dawn of Nov. 28 till 11 o'clock 
in the forenoon of that day. A Rus- 
sian counter attack began at dav/n on 
Nov. 29, and was so furiously pushed 
that the Japanese were compelled to 
retire from both sides of the hill into 
the valley. The attack was renewed 
the morning of Nov. 30, when all the 
Japanese reserves came up from the 
southwestern corner, but these assail- 
ants only advanced 30 meters by 5 
o'clock, so 
stubborn was 
the re- 


sistance, and the Japanese suffered se- 
vere losses. 
Then, being reinforced, 


the Japanese maintained the struggle 
with 
terrible 
earnestness. Furious 


charges were rensatedly made, and 
the Russians were compelled gradually 
to retire. 
The southwestern summit 


of the hill was not occupied until 7 
o'clock in then evening, and the north- 
western summit nor. until 8 o'clock. 
During the night six Russian counter 
attacks were repulsed. 


Russia Purchasing Warships. 


London, Dec. 5.—The correspondent 


at St. Petersburg of the Standard teT 
egraphs as follows: "Charles R. Flint 
of New York, arrived at Moscow on 
Tuesday and stayed at the National 
hotel under the narnc of Charles Ran- 
lett. He proceeded on Wednesday by 
way of Warsaw and Odessa for Con- 
stantinople. 
It is reported that Mr. 


Flint brought a letter of credit on the 
Rothschilds 
for 
533,000,000, 
the 


amount payable for the Argentine and 
Chilean w rships. for the purchase of 
which Russia is said to be negotiating: 
and on his visit to Constantinople he 
will endeavor to arrange that the ves- 
sels, when purchased, should fly the 
Turkish flag." 


Russian Activity at Shanghai. 


London. Dec. 5.—Thn Morning Post's 


correspondent at Shanghai telegraphs 
as 
follows: 
"Russia 
practically is 


converting Shanghai into a depot for 
her military and naval stores. A local 
German butcher has received a Rus- 
sian order for several million pounds 
of meat. Large quantities of coal are 
held here on Russian account. The in- 
fringement of Shanghai's neutrality is 
srousing great indignation."

1^0,1 that the new subway w;ll result 
in relief iu the congested districts of 
tne ciu by the tranater of the business 
of ino't ing freicht to the underground 
passacps. Beside-; the freight passing 
between the lailni.id terminal's and the 
l.ir^" bu«me>s lio;:-*t"< the cars in tho 
tunnels will carry iv'wsnapers a'nd the 
mails and will uHher coal to cellars 
without it" appearing at all in the 
streets overhead. The tracks are nar- 
row jMUjro. Trains are to bo hauled by 
electric loconiotnes. and the tunnel' 
are built in two sines, the main lines 
being about 10 by ]-J feet in diameter 
and the bran.-h lines about 7 by f>Vi 
feet. The franchise provides for pur- 
chase by the citv in the future.
